Irrigated Agriculture—Fruit Canneries— 
Curing of R alilns—Exporting 
Raw M aterials—Etc. 


England, Ireland and Sojtland are among 
the best naturally watered countries in the 
world. 
They lie in the path, or near the 
path, of the Gulf stream, that leads out of 
the Gulf of Mexico and crosses the Atlantic 
ocean in a northeasterly direction, carrying 
with it a stream of hot air, which, coming in 
contact with the cooler air off Norway and 
Sweden, fljws back over the British Isles and 
discharges the distilled dampness on those 
islands in fogs and rair.s. The very atmos­ 
phere of Great Britain is at all time of the 
year foil of moisture, and the soil seldom 
Buffers for the want of the necessary drmp- 
ness to keep vegetation in a green, growing 
condition. Notwithstanding this fact much 
of ti e meadow and pasture lands of England 
are irrigated artificially to stimulate the 
growth of the grass early in the season, and 
to increase the production. It has been 
found that by flooding these meadows and 
pastures in the win;er and early spring, the 
frost is taken from the Foil, and the grasses 
get an earlier start 
and moke a ranker 
growth the following season. Then many of 
the English farmers have ray grass meadowy, 
from 
which, by irrigation 
during the 
summer, they obtain from three to four crops 
of green hay by the process of feeding called 
soiling, and keep the grass growing fresh and 
green most of tn© time during the winter 
season. The host natural meadows of the 
Northern Atlantic States ara those that are 
annually flooded by the overflow of adjoin­ 
ing creeks. In many places in these States 
production for hay and grass for pasture U 
kept up to a high state by artificially forcing 
water ever the lands. 
Tii9 agriculture of 
China—the oldest and most prolific agricult­ 
ure in the world—is almost universally an 
irri ;a‘ed sericulture. The oldest agriculture 
of which the llibl© gives any account was 
stimulated by irrigation. The first labor- 
saving machinery of which ancient history 
gives any deterip!in, was machinery for 
luhiusr water fir irrigating purposes. An­ 
cient £ rypt was the product of an irrigated 
agriculture. Though the river Nile has al­ 
ways been subject to annual overflows, which 
submerges the valley and keeps the soil moist 
till lata in the spriug. e till agriculture, even on 
the very banks of the river, owes vtry much 
to artificial irrigation. 
The agriculture of 
India—from which England draws largely 
for 
the 
support 
of 
htr vast 
manu­ 
facturing 
population—is 
almost 
wholly 
dependent 
ou 
artificial 
irrigation 
to 
k.'cp up Ih’1 p- 'ducts to a paying standard. 
Mexico end Peru and other sections of the 
southern portion of this continent, were once 
the seat < f a rich agriculture, sustained by 
artificial irrigation, the ruins of which are at 
once the admiration and wonder of travelers. 
The best risuds of agriculture in ali parts of 
the world, from the earliest historic period 
down to the present time, have been secured 
by artificial irrigation. The history of agri­ 
culture wi .:,nnt irrigation, in every country 
w.ure it has been practiced for a long period 
of ¡ :>op, h s been a history of the exhaustion 
of the soil and the impoverishment of the 
agriculturist© and the agricultunil laborers. 
Nature seems not to have anticipated the 
cultivation of the soil, and hence has not pro­ 
vided for such a condition of things. The 
science of r.crieulture is as much an artificial 
science as the science of architecture or the 
science of medicine,or any other of the sciences 
which have engaged the study and ingenuity 
of man, and to bring it to the highest perfec­ 
tion it requires artificial conditions. When 
the most rainfall is needed to support agri­ 
culture in a prosperous condition, a3 a rule 
the least rula f lis, and, on the contrary, 
when the least is needed the moat falls. Thus 
the world over the most rain falls on the 
mountains, and in countries so broken and 
uneven as not to be enhivatabie, while the 
least fails on the broad fl it prairies and in the 
wide deterts. A study of ihe3e facts should 
teach man not to expect permanent success 
in the cultivation of the soil until he has pro­ 
vided the menus of regulating the supply cf 
water to the wants of the soil he is cultivat­ 
ing. W hib i h« rc ..ro m ny 1 •• .litres in Cali­ 
fornia where the rainfall is sufficient to sup­ 
port a high state of cultivation if properly 
diatributed, we think it is equally true that 
there is not a single locality where artificial 
irrigation would not. judiciously practiced, 
double the production of a general agri­ 
culture. The very fact that in the same 
locality, in the same climate and character of 
t oil, Eome crops need more water to per feet 
th- in than other-', shows man that, in order to 
bring agriculture up to its highest success ha 
ehould be prepared to regulate the supply of 
water as demanded by the circumstances. 
Wherever man supplies end regulates the 
water for agricultural purpr.s e, then success 
of agriculture is assured beyond a psrad- 
venture. Wherever man depends upon nature 
for the supply of water for agricultural pur­ 
poses, there the success of agriculture is as 
i: certain and precarious as the weather. 
Tho farmers of any erautry are not the only 
parties interested in this subject of an irri­ 
gated agriculture. 
Commerce, the mechanic 
•irr ■, the manufactures, the learned pro- 
fo ions—all are equally interested in the sub- 
i ot with the farmer. Indeed, we think, as a 
role, the representations of other industries 
are more interested than the farmer, for 
rra- reason that society is so organized 
that 
they 
secure 
a 
greater 
degree 
ol prosperity from the success c-f agri­ 
culture th n does the farmer himself. 
Of 
all the States in the American Union Cali­ 
fornia suffers more from the want of an irri­ 
gated ngrieulture than any other State ; and 
on the other k rad, with an irrigated agri­ 
culture California would become the richest 
agricultural State in the Union. No other 
State has a climate adapted to so wide n 
range of agricultural products. We may also 
say th3t no other Stale is so well situated for 
a general, succe-sful and comprehensive plan 
oí irrigation as California. Toe whole State 
is made up of rich alluvial valieys, and ele­ 
vated 
watersheds 
immediately adjacent. 
The valleys all have their natural water 
courses, through which fl >w the waters of 
these elevator! watersheds, thus bringing the 
waters—the element of untold riches—almost 
to the door of every farmer in the laud. 
W ith a complete system of irrigation in op­ 
eration over the State the increased produc­ 
tion of 3 single year would almost pay the 
expense of bringing the water onto every farm. 
W ith irrigation generally introduced and 
practiced the farmers of California would in 
time hold mortgages on the balance of the 
world; without it their lands will remain 
under mortgage to those who take advantage 
of their disadvantages. The farmers of Hol­ 
land are s-id to hold as a cla. s more Ameri­ 
can securities than any other people in the 
world—the hankers are merely their agents. 
.The agriculture of Holland is an irrigated 
agriculture. Indeed almost the entire conn- 
try is an artificial c untry, from which the 
water is shut out by levees and brought iu by 
irrigating canals. 


Success to the Fruit Canneries 
Canning fruit for export in California is 
■comparatively a new industry, but, notwith­ 
standing, it is to this industry that the pres­ 
ent boom in fruit culture is chiefly due. We 
like to ship our green fruit to Chicago and 
New York and realizo large profits, but there 
is great risk in the business, and at fce-t this 
trade can uispcse of but a email, very small, 
amount of fruit. To the canneries we must 
look for the great market. When once care­ 
fully put up in cane, fruit can be kepta'.moet 
an indefinite period, and can be shipped to 
any part of the world. The markets for 
green fruits are ea?ily glutted, but for canned 
fruit the market is too extensive and too con­ 
tinuous to be supplied in a day or a week, or 
ever. These who contemplate going into the 
fruit business will do well to make their cal­ 
culations on the market the canneries promise 
rather than on those that call for green fruit 


Exporting Raw Materials. 
The ngliest feature of the export trade of 
California is the fact that we export so much 
in the shape of raw materials. Onr wheat 
should go in the shape of flour, instead of as 
it does, just as it comes from the thrashing 
machine. 
Our wool should go at least in a 
cleansed form, instead of in its dirt, as it 
does ; perhaps we should have said in the 
form of yarn or cloth. Our hides should go 
out of the State in ths form of leather, or 
rather in the form of boots and shoes and 
harness. No country ever became truly pros­ 
perous, and no country ever supported a large 


population, while its com m erce was em ployed 
in th e export df raw m aterial and in th e im ­ 
port of m anufactured articles. 
A griculture 
and com m erce cannot alone build up a S ta te ; 
m anufactures m ust be a co-ordinate induot-y 
w ith them . 
W e need hom e m arkets. w hich 
can be supplied only by m anufactures. 


Favorable for Seisins. 
The two yeare’ past seasons were very un­ 
favorable for curing raisins. Tire seasons 
were late in the spring, and grapea matured 
late, and we had early raizs to Intir'ere with 
the curing of the raisins. Thi3_ season has a 
good beginning1. The season bring early, the 
raisrn-makers got to work sooner, and since 
the first of the present monlh the weather 
has been all that c uhl be desired. Should 
this favorable weather continue until the first 
of October a large portion of the raisin crop 
will be Secured in good order, and the prod­ 
uct will not only be first-rate in qual.ty, but 
the largest ever made in the State. 


Irrigation 
Reduced to au 
Economical 
Seterice. 
Oar friend R. B. Blowers, of Woodland, 
has so far perfected his urigatiog machinery 
that from a single load of straw used as 
fuel he can raise and send cut over his land 
over a million gallons cf water. From a sin­ 
gle well topping ore of the blind or ancient 
channels of Cache crack ; ecsn flood 300 acres 
of land at any time in the summer reason. 
With this machinery and water he keeps the 
pl.jlloxera from his vineyard and secures the 
best raisins made in the State, and simply 
illas trates what can be done by enterprise, 
intelligence and perseverance. Mr. Blower’s 
land is no different from the orciua-y la-d< 
iu the wheat-growing sections of Yolo and 
o her wheat producing localities, end je t 
from twenty-five acres in vi-evard he haR sold 
iu a single season over $11,000 worth of pro­ 
duce. 
His s-odless Sultana vines this year 
will average 100 pounds of grapes to tho vine. 


Water as a Fertilizer. 
W ater properly u ed on land Í3 one of (he 
best fertilizers. W ater coming down upon 
our valley lands from the water sheds above 
us and applied in quantities to convert the 
wheat land into orchards, vineyards and 
vegetable gardens will keep up the fertility 
of these lands to tho highest stage per­ 
petually. 
W ith water wa can in.-ure the 
perpetual production of all the lands in the 
State, and make every acre bud and bloom 
as the rose. 


Demand fcr Fruit Trees 
There will be a great demand for small 
fruit trees to set in orchards as soon as the 
rains have come in sufficient quantity to set 
them out. The California r.urEorics wi'l be 
unable to supply the demand, and a good 
trade will rrobably spring up between this 
State and E rsteru uimeri-s. 
It is the opin­ 
ion of some of the best orchnroists that it is 
much better to plant trees from a colder cli­ 
mate. 


FOP. FARMERS, 


It is proposed to hold an agricultural 
and mineralagical exhibition a; Madrid, 
Spain, iu 18S2. 
The importation of American lard Í3 pro­ 
hibited in Hungary. 
American pork and 
bacon have been proscribed for some time. 
The Polled Angus and Aberdeen cattle, 
both Scotch ami both black, will be ex­ 
hibited at the next St. Louis Fair, and 
possibly the Pclled Norfolk, an English 
breed, may ba there too. 
A scientific, artistic, agricultural and in ­ 
dustrial exposition is to be held at Orizaba, 
Mexico, in November next. 
The United 
Slates will be well represented, and Colo­ 
rado w ill take this opportunity to exhibit 
her products, both mineral and agricult­ 
ural. 
A mongrel sire of any kind of stock 
should never he used. 
If a farmer is not 
able to purchase a thoroughbred alone, he 
should get others to unite with him and 
make a joint purchase, dividing purchase 
price and cost of keeping. 
W nen that is 
done no thoroughbred need be without 
such a sire. 
The most profitable method of rearing 
cattle is to give them all the food they can 
digest well from their birth up to the day 
of their slaughter, if reared for bullocks. 
But if for making oxen and bulls and cows 
for breeding, then feed no more than to 
keep them iu prime working and breeding 
condition. 
An ox may be too 'fa t or too 
poor for good work, and so may a bull to 
get first-rate offspring or a cow to do well 
in the dairy or as a breeder. 


EDUCATIONAL. 


There are now in this country 271.144 
teachers, or on a teacher to every IS4 of 
population. 
Of all the New England colleges Har­ 
vard has had the largest addition to h tr 
endowment fund during the past year. 
She has received §1,000.000, Yale has bad 
§250,000, and Dartmonth §150,000. 
The authorities of Victoria University 
at Manchester, England, Lave decided not 
to insist upon classical knowledge, except 
for the ordinary degrees in arts, and have 
made divtrs new regulations for degrees iu 
science and law. 
Professor Morder W illiams’ proposed In­ 
dian Institute at Oxford is now assuming 
tangible shape. The University has under­ 
taken to make annual grant tow ard the ex­ 
penses of its maintenance, and a site for a 
building has been fixed upon. 
W est Virginia, which in 1SC5 had only 
1.S65 school districts, 133 school houses, 
337 teachers, and an attendance of 15 975 
pupils, has now 3,529 districts, 3,557 
school-houses, 4,224 teachers, and an a t­ 
tendance of 142,850 pupils. 
Iu 18G5 only 
twenty counties of the State had any free 
schools. 
A t the recent meeting of the Ohio teach­ 
ers one of them said that the system in that 
State licked an independent head: that 
the State School Commissioner should have 
greater scope of power and should be as­ 
sisted by a board of twelve. 
He declared 
also th at the State needed better facilities 
for the education of teachers. 
Dennison University a t Granville, O., 
has just had its endowment fund increased 
by §100,000. 
In 1873 the University 
passed a law abolishing the Greek let­ 
ter societies, under the impression th at the 
fraternities were immoral in their influ­ 
ence. 
The enforcement of the law not 
only created bad feelings, but was practi­ 
cally evaded; and it ha3 now been re­ 
pealed. 
The public school fund of Indiana list 
year amounted to §9,0135,254 73, and the 
average attendance upon the schools was 
321,659. The State has ninety-two County 
School Superintendents, nearly all of whom 
met iu Conventional Indianapolis recently. 
Apian was submitted for uniting the pub­ 
lic school system of the State with the 
University. 
A new course of Btndy has been adopted 
in the public schpols of Utica, N. Y., 
which reduces the time required from six­ 
teen years to twelve. 
The primary grade 
is to take two years instead of fo u r; 
the intermediate grade three years instead 
of fo u r; the reduction in the advanced 
school course is from four years to three ; 
and the last change is the establishment of 
distinct courses in the academy, for two, 
three and four years respectively, with cor­ 
responding diplomas. 


S m all E c o n o m ie s.—There are women 
to whom small economies, little improved 
ways of caring for things, never occur, but 
who gladly avail themselves of any knowl­ 
edge they may gain. 
Such a woman will 
rejoice to know that her carpet-sweeper 
will last much longer and will work more 
satisfactorily if the wheels are oiled occa­ 
sionally ; that her wringer, if the screws 
are loosened when it is put away, will also 
take on a new lease of life ; th at in the 
course of a year she may save several dol­ 
lars if she drives a nail on which the stove- 
hook may hang, and see th at it is hnng 
there, and is not left on the stave, where 
the handle is sure to burn and drop off.

THE METEODI5T ECUMENICAL COUNCIL 
I» LOUDON. 


Prefatory Letter—What the Council Repre­ 
sents—The 
Essays—Statistics— 
A Noteworthy Event. 


(Correspondence of the Recced Ursio»*.) 


L ondon, August 23, 18S1. 
Oa the 7th oi September this great city 
will 
w, truss 
the 
convening 
of 
an 
ecclesiastical body which will equal in 
dignity and importance any similar gather­ 
ing ever held, and the influence of which 
will be felt all over the globe. 
W e refer 
to the Ecumenical Conference oi the world’s 
Methodism. 
This Conference will con­ 
tinue two weeks. 
Its sessions will be held 
in City-road Chapel, a church whose de­ 
signer and builder was John Wesley, whose 
walls echoed frequently with W esley’s 
voice, in whose parsonage th at vent ruble 
m:n:ster died, and in the cemetery adjoin­ 
ing which, eide by side with the duet of his 
noble coadjutors, th : founder of Methodism 
lies buried. 
This church is a brick struct­ 
ure, exceedingly plain in its architecture, 
and very limited iu its dimensions. A t the 
tightest squeeze it will nut accommodate 
more than 2,500 people, and it has tl e 
additional disadvantage of not bring c-n- 
trally located. 
For these and some other 
reasons the 
Conference would 
better 
have been held in soni3 of the commodious 
and celebrated hails which abound ia the 
metropolis. 
But Methodism was born in 
London, and consequently it is most fitting 
th at the first family reunion should beheld 
here, while the same acuse of fitness points 
unerringly to City-road Chapel, the old 
homestead of the family, as the place which 
should be the immediate scene of this great 
gathering. 


W HAT IT REPRESENTS. 
The Conference will represent the M eth­ 
odism cf the world. 
In other words, it3 
400 delegates will represent about twenty- 
eight distinct church organizations, about 
live millions of church members, and a 
M ethodist population estimated at twenty- 
three million souls. 
The men coastitu ring 
the CoDferer.ee will be, as regards intellect, 
learning and official rauk, the flower of 
their several denominations. 
Iu the d re­ 
tribution 
of 
representatives, 
the total 
number of -100 is divided equally between 
the two hemispheres. 
The basis ot repre­ 
sentation from the different churches i?, 
of course, the numeric:.l strength of each. 
The two hundred delegates who repre­ 
sent the Methodism of the United -States 
and Canada have now nearly ali arrived on 
this ti re, and, preparatory to the assem­ 
bling of the coDgress, are seeking health, 
knowledge and pleasure on the oontineut 
and elsewhere. 
Having been uuly ad­ 
monished by the censors of the Metho­ 
dist press at home th at Christian minis­ 
ters should do nothing in a foreign laud 
that they would fear to do among their 
own people, these reverend 
gentlemen 
will, doubtless, take due heed to then* 
ways, and we may hope th at they will 
seik all their amusements ia the strict 
line of legitimacy. 
When they return to 
England and appear in London, as they 
will earlyr in September, to be quartered 
in the princely houses of the elite of 
London Methodism, they- will find them ­ 
selves regarded as ecclesiastical lions; and 
will be feted both in social and religious 
ways to a degree they probably have not 
anticipated. 
The oDe n e t which, above 
all others, insures the delegates to this 
Conference the liberties of this great city 
and a royal good time generally, is th at 
Alderman M cArthur, the Lord Mayor of 
the Metropolis, ia a member of trie Meth­ 
odist communion, and, indeed, a delegate 
to the Ecumenical. 
If he cm ’t make 
“ the boy-s” eijoy themselves, who can. 
It is certain, too, th at he will have the 
will to 
TREAT THEM HOSPITABLY 
As well as the ability, for he is a man of 
large heart ana liberal tastes, though, 
withal, a strict Methodist, 
Mr. Mc A rthur 
is the only Dissenter, i. e., the only man 
outside the communion of tho Effabliahed 
Church, who has ever reached this high 
dignity. 
His elevation rather hurt the 
feelings of some of ths big fellows, and 
their dissatisfaction has deepened a3 time 
has worn ou, for while they are compelled 
to admit th at he makes, in all essential 
particulars, a most excellent c-fficisl. the-y 
still have observed with horror th at he 
throws the great weight of liis official in ­ 
fluence almost wholly in favor of the M eth­ 
odist?, and, w hat to them Í3 still worse, 
th at he allows Methodist principles tohavo 
an influence over the public banquet-, and 
receptions held at the Mansion House. 
Toe fact i?, I suppose, th at having the fear 
of John W esley’s “ General Buies” before 
his eyes, he holds his guests in a little re­ 
straint ou such occasions, not allowing 
them to “ trip the light fantastic” or to 
guzzle brandy quite as much as they de­ 
sire. 
This to American Methodists will be 
pood news, and in using the Columns of the 
B i - c o r d - U n i o n to propose “ three cheers” for 
this honorable Methodist official, an 1 “ three 
groans” for those who are mad at him, we 
leei sure of meeting a hearty response both 
from the editor and from your large con 
stitaeney of religious readers. 


BY SPECIAL REQUEST 
Of the British and Continental section the 
opening sermon of the Conference will be 
preached by th at prince of public orators. 
Bishop Simpson. 
This will be the grand­ 
est occasion of the Bishop’s life, and, as he 
is now over 70, and in rather feeble health, 
it is not likely such an opportunity will 
ever come to him. 
Tne fire th at epai kled 
in his eye and burned in his words and 
irradiated his entire frame iu the middle 
age of his ministry is expected to come back 
to “ the old man eloquent” for this emer­ 
gency, and those wno are privileged to 
listen to this opening sermon will he favor­ 
ed mortals indeed. 
We shall tell it to our 
children, and they will talk ot it to the 
generation succeeding. 
The afternoon of 
the opening day will be an occasion equally 
memorable. 
I t is not down on the bills 
exactly, for the formal selection will not 
take place till the Business Committee 
shall meet on the 5th of September, but it 
is perfectly understood th at at this first 
session the chair will be occupied by the 
Rev. George Osborn, D. D ., President 
of the British Wesleyan Conference, and 
th at thi3 dignitary 
will deliver 
the 
address 
of 
welcome 
to the 
delegates 
from America. 
Responses to this address 
will be made by Bishop Holland 
A. 
McTyeire, D. D., of the Methodist Episco­ 
pal Church South ; Bishop Henry W. W ar­ 
ren, D. D , of the Methodist Episcopal 
Church, and bv the Rev. George Douglass, 
D. D., of the Methodist Church of Canada. 
Following these formal greetings and re­ 
sponses it is probable (though this is an­ 
other thing not down on the bills) th at a 
season of social festivity will occur, the 
Conference adjourning in all likelihood to 
that seat cf civic dignity, the Mansion- 
house, to be entertained there by his Lord­ 
ship and the Lady Mayoress with some­ 
thing in the nature of a banquet, supple­ 
mented by a feast of reason and a fluw of 
Methodist soul, such as by those partici­ 
pating will perhaps never be forgotten. 
Your correspondent has only one wish in 
connnection with this anticipated feast, 
and th at is, that when the good things are 
brought on he may be there to taste and 
enjoy them. 
Should thiB privilege be ac­ 
corded him he will not fail to show his 
gratitude by describing the proceedings as 
best he can for the benefit of those not so 
fortunate. 


ON THE SECOND DAY, 
Thursday, the 8th instant, the regular dis­ 
cussions will begin. 
Among the topics to 
be discussed are—Methodism, its hielo -y 
and results ; Methodism as a power, puri­ 


fying and elevating society ; the evangeli­ 
cal agencies of Methodism, Methodism and 
the young, the Lord’s day and temperance, 
possible perils of Methodism, education, 
the u-e of the press for the advancement 
of Christianity, 
Methodist hymnology, 
home missions, foreign missions, and Chris­ 
tian unity.

Commencing with 80 
ministers and 5,000 members, it now num­ 
bers 1,314 ministers and about 115,000 
members.

The United Brethren Church originated 
a little over a century ago in Pennsylvania 
and Maryland, under the labors of Philip 
W. 
Otterhein, 
a 
German 
Reformed 
preacher. 
For some time this was exclu­ 
sively a German chnrch, but it has lone 
lost this distinctive character. 
I t has 
160,000 members, and 2,000 ministers.

(colored), organized by Rev. Peter Spencer, 
has only 2,000 members and 121 preachers.

sion, the venerable prelate inviting the 
leading men in the Conference to dine with 
him at the epheopal mansion. Such a thing 
as this never occurred before. I t is an even:, 
toe, which is worthy of note, not only on 
account of its novelty, but because, taken 
in connection with the fact th at many of 
the Wesleyan churches in this country use 
the prayers cf the Church of England in 
their public services, it fsoms to indicate a 
determination on both sides to shake hands 
across the ecclesiis'ical chasm th at so long 
divided them, and to be brethren, with all 
that the name implies. 
If this act of 
Bishop Ryle should be supplemented by a 
similar course on the part of the Bishop of 
Loudon toward the great Ecumenical Coun 
oil. it will he safe to conblude th at the era 
of general good feeling has indeed arrived, 
and th at Christianity in the near future 
will make rapid advances in these isles

paper grotto decorated with tiusel, and at 
whose entrance stood a plaster statue of 
the Virgin in its striking gold and red, aud 
having above in common illuminated let­ 
ters : 
“ I 
am the immaculate concep­ 
tio n ;” the 
ordinary 
artificial 
flowers 
upon the altar, the heavy modern organ— 
all these things seemed inconsistent with 
the sober, majestic monument, and were 
almost an insult to the beautiful. 
For­ 
tunately the temple had been constructed 
by other hands, else these present N or­ 
man peasants would succeed in shocking 
the eye from the highway as they have in 
the iuterior. 
The pulpit is new, but there 
are rows of chairs in carved wood which 
bespeak a very old age ; they are express­ 
ive objects, and in their deep-carved cells 
appear to b ile the history of every digni­ 
fied prelate who had there rested his tired 
limbs. 
Before the most im portant row are 
smaller chairs, equally aged, yet less elab­ 
orate as to decoration, and which seem to 
gather themselve up as unworthy objects 
compared with the more im portant repre­ 
sentatives which tower above them. 
In 
front of these is still another row, not, 
however, of chairs, but sort of elevated, 
small, round stools, as smooth' and pol­ 
ished as lookiug-glasseB, and suggesting 
another degree of humbleness of much 
larger space than the first. 
How these 


TRUXKLESS HEADS 
Did stare. 
I could think of nothing but 
the skulls of martyrs, and as these stools 
for centuries have been occupied by boys, 
their restless bones have doubtless left an 
aching sensation upon the wood. 
The ex­ 
pression of ca3te to be found in the ap­ 
pearance and arrangement of the chairs is 
further on 
still 
more 
accentuated. 
At the two extreme ends of the building, 
facing the altar, are two confessional boxes, 
one of plain muslin curtain—the whole 
suggestive of severity 
and 
poverty— 
whereas the other is constructed of carved 
wood of a deep color, and its dark green 
curtain of moire-antique, although pieced 
and patcl ed, indicate the pretension to 
elegance and richness. 
One is for the 
npor, the other for the rich and influential. 
Its floor is composed of massive square 
stones, which seem prepared to defy time 
in the dress of many centuries to come. 
On entering one of the side door3 the foot 
almost immediately falls into a rather deep 
hole worn in the stone, and when ¡trains a 
foot-bath is in store for the visitor, for it is 
then filled with water. 
The rest of the 
floor is pretty even, and this hollow can 
be accounted for only by the supposition 
that the good people entered separately, 
aud there repeated 
their prayers just 
within, without seeking a seat. The wooden 
and very modern benches placed for the 
worshipers have an unyielding and 


CRUEL APPEARANCE, 
Resembling the people who occupy them ; 
some are pretentious, with cushions ar­ 
ranged in a precise fashion, footstools on 
the floor, and the names of the owners in 
great staring letters. 
The exterior of the 
church is very pleasing, for its deep, grey 
color against the green foliage surrounding 
ie produces an agreeable harmony ; its 
walks are covered with a sort of n.oss, a 
cloak time spreads over his cherished 
objects ; in many places the stones appear 
like skeleton leaves and stand out exquis­ 
itely carved as though for ornament, and 
resemble the many stones and oyster sheils 
found on the beach which have been per­ 
forated by insects. 
As with all village 
churches, the graveyard 
surrounds the 
building, that at almost the same time you 
can touch the walls of one and the marble 
slab of the other. 
A great many of the 
tombs are horizontal, entirely covered with 
inscriptions, while those that arc perpen­ 
dicular have the advantage of being en­ 
graved on both sides ; there were none 
which dated beyond the first part of this 
century, and there was much monotony in 
the rehearsal of the many virtues of each 
good soul gone to rest, the most im portant 
being his attendance on church and gener­ 
osity towards its maintenance. 
From the 
graveyard the rear of the church is well 
seen, and presents a very curious aspect, 
with its numerous ancient water spouts of 
hideous looking devils, 
through whose 
mouths in those days the rain from heaven 
found its way to the earth. 
These 


STONE IMAGES 
Are of the same family of hideousuess as 
those Been in Notre Dame at Dari» and 
other religious edifices of that epoch, and 
why the grotesque in this instance should 
be chosen by architects who sought in par­ 
ticular the beautiful, íb difficult to compre­ 
hend ; yet it must be remembered that in 
those days the devil was a creature of 
much more importance than at present, in 
fact he seemed to be the supreme ruler, 
and all things, good or evil, were performed 
through fear or out of respect for him : 
that it is not surprising his imps should 
have been supposed to shower upon the 
earth those refreshing draughts so often 
desired. 
In the cemetery, standing as 
close to the wall of the church as a tomb­ 
stone can comfortably stand, is the tomb 
of a baron, who, according to the inscrip­ 
tion in gilt letters on the marble, had 
a 
right 
to 
that 
gronnd 
through 
purchase, 
“ a 
perpetuite.” 
This 
"a 
perpetuite ” 
caused 
me 
to 
reflect 
seriously, on the faith and sincerity of the 
baron: 
he 
had 
undoubtedly 
within, 
through alms and fasting, found a resting 
place for his souk and who knows how 
much wealth it cost him to purchase this 
resting place for his bones. 
It would be 
through no fault of his if he were not 
ready at the sound of the trumpet, and it 
seems his faith in the new approach of 
judgment day was as great qs his faith in 
the trumpet. 
His many virtues had been 


inscribed by his widow-, who, after seating 
that her most noble consort was remark­ 
able for his piety, declares herself incon­ 
solable, and that she would remain weeping 
until they should meet in the next world. 
A t a distance farther removed from the 
church wall was also tlie tomb of the in­ 
consolable widow, who, according to the 
date thereon i n s c r i b e d , wept for her noole 
husband just thirty years. 


THE VILLAGE 
Of Langrune presents nothing of interest. 
The houses are for the most part modern, 
homely, ungraceful structures, piled up one 
against the other as for mutual support or 
to keep warm. 
Occasionally a handsome 
private residence may be discerned through 
the open gate of a high wall, but as they 
are jealously concealed from the outsider, 
the passer-by is uot enchanted by a view of 
them. 
Once in a while a green vine or ivy 
will be 6een climbing a stone wall or the 
peasant’s window, and in front of some 
dwellings are small gardens with sun­ 
flowers and a few stunted apple trees. 
It 
cannot be that the ground is poor, for 
nothing can be more beautiful tnan the 
gardens and lawns of these rich proprie­ 
tors, who eDjoy a variety of fruits and 
flowers after comparatively little cultiva­ 
tion. 
It is that the people in general are 
indolent in that respect, and in fact have 
no ta^te for 
the 
beautiful 
or 
ambi­ 
tion for comfort. 
The 
Normans 
are 
noted 
as 
being 
an 
obstinate 
people 
and rapacious to a fearful degree, and 
Langrune can well claim representatives 
possessing both these qualities. 
They do 
not appear to have that intuition and in­ 
telligence belonging to the French peasant 
in general, but instead may boast of a cun­ 
ning as to gain without a foresight as to 
interest. 
They are hard and unyielding, 
bigoted and ciuel, and their moral training 
is but calculated to develop these same 
propensities ; the only interesting portion 
of the inhabitants is the children, but even 
they must be very young without having 
passed the primer ot the catechism ; then 
there are the old people grown children 
again, who are possessed of some charity 
and tolerance. 
They are all poor, and 
even the M ure, the most im portant offi­ 
cial, lives in a diugv low bouse over a 
stable-yard of cows aud horses. The reason 
is that their only industry has always been 
the manufacture of Chantilly lace, and since 
there is little m arket for it at present, 
there are hundreds of women without em­ 
ployment, and they seem to have no idea 
of turning their atteution to anything else. 
Their ouly resource at present is the sea­ 
son of 
SEA BATHS, 
And numerous stores are seen filled with 
such objects the Parisian alone would re­ 
quire when desirous of bathing, or of crab 
or shrimp fishing. 
Other3 gather a little 
fruit together and bring it to sell on the 
market-place, at a price which causes the 
Parisians to laugh in their faces, when the 
fruit is carried away’ and brought back the 
next day, to be sold at one-half the original 
price. 
Others do washing for the visitors, 
and do it very poorly, since they have 
learned ODly to make ¡ace. Bun that which 
brings them the largest profits during the 
summer season is the rent from their 
houses. They manage to get a bed through 
loan or credit, as well as a soup-pot, aud 
then move to the lumber-room, but most 
generally to the cellar, with 
all 
the 
children, 
and 
rent 
their 
houses 
to 
visitors. These houses are of course simply 
furnijAied, containing that only which is 
actually necessary-, but with a few com­ 
forts brought from the city, the Parisians 
find them habitable so long as the weather 
is pleasant and they ean spend the entire 
day on the beach ; and even when it rams 
they are priviledged to find shelter in the 
cabins they rent by the season or month, 
which is preferable to shutting themselves 
up in the houses in the village. It is pitiful 
in going along the street to perceive in all 
the cellar doors some two or three small 
children, while the mother is further down 
in the bowels of the earth with just room 
enough to stand between the ond bed and 
the soup-pot. 
No wonder they are 


DYING OFF 
W ith consumption, when living like rats, 
and with no means of obtaining air but 
through the cellar door, which is of course 
closed at night, if only to keep the dogs out. 
There are some few who do not resort to the 
cellars, but they are old in the service and 
have been able to rent their dwellings at a 
sufficiently high price to perm it them in time 
to fit up a store-house or cow shed with 
eome appearance of comfort. 
The street 
seems to be their parlor and reception- 
room, for whenever the weather permits 
they crawl up to the sunlight, and sitting 
in a corner by the house, tw ist back and 
forth their hundred or so bobbins, while 
constantly wishing that capricious Fash­ 
ion, who haB treated them so cruelly, may 
relent, and command her subjects to clothe 
themselves only in thread lace. 
They 
scarcely know what to do with their chil­ 
dren, for when trade was thriving the little 
ones were ardently put to work a t the ages 
of six aud seven to learn to make lace ; but 
if there is to be no demand for the article 
in the future, why should they waste their 
time, and yet they cannot endure the idea 
of their learning anything else, for it is the 
trade handed down from mother to daugh­ 
ter siiice generations. 


THE LACE WORKERS 
Are rather an amiable class of people; 
they always have a friendly nod for the 
passer-by, and any cumber of good-natured 
aswers to questions, in the hopes the ques­ 
tioner will be induced to buy a piece of 
lace or give an order for a collar or so. 
They do not prove themselves intelligent 
in their endeavors, for their rapacity nat­ 
urally gets the better of them, and al­ 
though the merchant who purchaees of 
them pays them but a pittance, whenever 
they have the opportunity to sell they ruin 
their chances by asking a higher price than 
any establishment of I’aris. They work all 
day long, and often times late in the night, 
with marvelous rapidity, and yet they 
do not average twenty cents a day. 
The 
majority who have families earn but ten 
cents a day. 
There are of course excep­ 
tions, and I often chatted with a young 
girl who seemed to be possessed of more 
intelligence than the others, for she had 
succeeded in opening a little shop of her 
own in which she had spread out her own 
work and that of some of her comrades, 
thus endeavoring to dispose of their wares 
to the visitors without the aid of the cruel 
middle man. 
She claimed to be a bonne 
ouvriere, and informed me with much 
trium ph and importance th at in prosperous 
days she had earned as much as forty sous 
a day. but it was at the expense of her 
eyesight and when she had the strength to 
work as late as three o’clock in the morn­ 
ing. 
This lace is long and tedious to make, 
particularly when the thread is tine, and a 
piece sometimes of no very great width 
requires as many as 


TWO HUNDRED BOBBINS. 
It is made upon a cushion on which the 
thick paper pattern is fastened ; some hun­ 
dred pins or so are pierced in the pattern 
on the lines designed, and the thread is 
woven back and forth around them ; the 
petals of flowers and closed work are made 
by weaving inside the pins, which are 
placed around the border only, for where 
a pin is used an open space is formed. The 
work is tedious, but not difficult, and I 
am sure any intelligent person at any age 
would soon learn to make it. 
The cushion 
is placed upon a box, and as the work pro­ 
gresses is turned, when the formed lace 
falls into the box and is there protected 
from 
the 
dust. 
The 
bobbins have 
quite 
long 
handles, 
and 
are 
made 
generally 
of 
fine, 
hard 
wood, 
if 
not, the price of a machine is less, although 
but a few sous difference. 
The pins used 
are very fine and long, with small heads, 
and are manufactured expressly for that 
work. 
One can buy an entire machine for 
eleven francs. 
The thread is no small 
item of expense, and is very costly when it 
is of silk, for it is on similar machines that 


the real Spanish lace is made, and much of 
i t i s m a n u f a c t u r e d here, although with dif­ 
ficulty, 
for 
the 
experienced 
workers 
Ecarce'y know how to manage other than : 
the thread, and it is only the young ones 
who have attempted it. 
The work is very- 
clean when finished, for th at part of the 
bobbins which holds the thread is covered 
with circular pieces of horn, and the hands 
in no manner touch it. 


TH ESE WOMEN 
Do caught but the mechanical work, for 
the patterns are manufactured elsewhere 
ami sold for a small sum ; they do not 
even join the pieces of lace, which work is 
done by professionals who ltarn to d o ! 
nothing else. 
These women commence 
early to learn, for their small intelligence , 
would prevent their comprehending it 
without the habit of long years, and even 
now thdy cannot explain the principle of it, 
and 
are 
perfectly 
bewildered 
th at a 
stranger should see through it. 
There are 
some Parisian ladies who learn to make 
this lace for pastime, and it is really very 
pretty work ; these old women give lessons 
for forty centimes an hour, but they are 
reticent about their explanations, and seem 
fearful their pupils may learn too readily 
when they would be sooner deprived of 
their email hourly income and would find 
later a dangerous competitor. 
This lace 
could as easily be made in America a3 in 
France, and I am surprised it is not at­ 
tempted, particularly as the price paid for 
it there would largely recompense any one 
for the trouble.

T his we are sorry to be 
forced to regard as a cautions admission of 
a serious relapse. 
L atterly th e attending 
surgeons have adm itted the steady decline 
of th e p atien t’s strength. 
I t has been a 
long, hard and unequal struggle w ith death 
from the first.

This was the preliminary skirmish before 
the battle, and Conkling won enough to 
gain him a position in the fight. 
The 
truce between the factions in N ew York 
w ill be broken so soon as occasion for polit­ 
ical movements occur, and the assembling 
of the State Convention w ill witness the 
opening engagement of coming hostilities. 


The patience w ith w hich Ju d g e Jcre 
Black has endured th e im fu tatio n s of dis­ 
loyalty, w ith th e means now known to have 
been a t his comm and for self-justification, 
is alm ost incom prehensible. 
Strange as it 
may appear th a t Judge Black should for so 
long a tim e have allowed the im putations 
of .d isloyalty to rest upon him, it muet 


now be fully adm itted th a t his vindication 
is complete. 
B u t the recent attempt- 0f 
Judge H o lt to place B achm an in the, ya ma 
favorable lig h t w hich now invests Judge 
Black, m ust be regarded as a w ell-m eant 
act of generosity, b u t none th e loss a con 
spicnous failure. 
W e reproduce th e best 
point in Judge H o lt’s defensa of Buchanan 
in th e following e x tra c t: 
“ I t w ould tak e 
“ some b etter evidence th an the w ord of 
‘■ Jeff. Davis or any other testim ony I have 
“ to convince me th a t M r. Buchanan had 
“ any eort of understanding w ith tho rebels 
“ upon th a t subject. 
M r. Buchanan was 
“ em inently a m an of peace. 
H e abhorred 
1 “ th e thought of w ar during his Presi- 
“ dential term , and was doubtless willin 
“ to 
do 
w hatever 
he 
could 
to 
pre- 
“ serve th e peace w ithin th e range of his 
“ d n ty UDder th e C onstitution and law s 
“ of th e U nited S ta te s; b u t I should 
“ deny em phatically th a t he ever had any 
“ understanding w ith th e Southern people 
“ which would prevent him from carrying 
“ cu t th e expressed and well-know n policy 
“ of his A dm inistration, to refrain from 
“ hostile acts, if possible, b u t to defend the 
“ Southern forts to th e last extrem ity if 
“ they were assailed. I have often thought 
“ while looking back over th a t storm y 
“ period th a t M r. 
B uchanan acted moat 
“ w isely and judiciously in his treatm ent 
“ of the Southern question.” 
I t is one thing to say th a t B uehm an’s 
treatm e n t of the case resulted fortunately, 
and quite another to assume th a t its ac­ 
cidental good result was an evidence of 
patriotic intention and motive. The policy 
of B uchanan was ju st such as was m ost 
heartily approved a t th e South. 
H e re­ 
fused to reinforce the G overnm ent fortifi­ 
cations in C harleston harbor. H e perm itted 
Sum ter to be invested by batteries built 
under th e muzzles of its silent guns, w ith 
which th a t stronghold was easily reduced. 
H e knew th a t hostile w orks were being 
erected, and well knew the purpose of th eir 
erection. 
T he m istake of B uchanan was 
th a t he lived in tim es dem anding heroic 
action w ithout perceiving hi9 opportunity 
to become the hero of th e hour. 
T ne life 
of th e 
nation 
was 
im periled by tre a ­ 
son 
and 
rebellion. 
W ith 
treasonable 
indecision he w eighed th e legal technical­ 
ities in the way of asserting th e rig h t of 
the nation to live by resisting th e assassins 
who held the knife a t her throat. 
P a trio t­ 
ism asertcd the existence in the C onstitu­ 
tion of th e rig h t of national self-defense; 
treason denied th e existence of any such 
constitutional 
right. 
Buchanan agreed 
w ith treason. 
Patriotism asserted the 
rig h t to coerce a S tate in the enforcem ent 
of 
national u n ity ; treason denied th a t 
right, and B uchanan, a life-long apostle 
of 
th e 
doctrine 
of 
S tate 
rights, 
agreed 
w ith 
treason. 
T he 
question 
of 
th e 
tim e was, 
“ W ould 
the 
peo­ 
*' pie find au th o rity in th e C onstitution 


“ to preserve the Union of th e States by 
“ force of arm s,” and Patriotism found it 
in th e great reserved and natural rig h t of 
self-defense ; treason clung to the letter of 
th e tex t and “ th e R esolutions of :9S,” 
W ith treason Buchanan searched for the 
subtle technicalities of legal construction 
lest Patriotism should offend against m eta­ 
physical deduction. 
In th e interview by 
which Judge H olt has sought to place 
President Buchanan in a new light, he was 
asked, “ W as Mr. Buchanan a w eak m an?" 
To this he replied : 
“ By no means. 
In- 
“ tellectually he was very strong. 
Mr. 
“ B uchanan was getting old before he be- 
“ came President. 
H e understood very 
“ well th a t a w ar during his A dm inistra- 
“ tion m eant ruin to the Union, and he was 
“ therefore exceedingly anxious to a v e rtit. 
“ No m an can tell the trials and struggles 
“ Mr. Buchanan had after M r. Lincoln 
“ was elected and before he was inaugu- 
“ rated President. 
T he Secessionists were 
“ after him constantly. 
As we w ent in 
“ we would find them coming out, and as 
“ we w ent out we would find them going in. 
“ They w ere persistent w ith and a t tim es 
“ alm ost bullied th e President. 
In the 
“ m orning ofttim es yon could see traces of 
“ th e suffering he had endured during the 
“ night. 
H e n aturally felt th a t be owed 
“ those people some consideration. 
They 
“ were his political friends, and to them he 
“ was indebted for th e exalted position he 
“ held, and he struggled to keep them sat- 
“ isfied and quiet as well as he m ight with- 
“ o ut abating his fidelity to th e Union. 
I t 
“ was a try in g place and perplexing times. 


“ No m an before or since has been sur- 
“ rounded by such a chaos of conflicting 
“ dem ands and purposes as M r. B uchanan.” 
N o one has attem pted to deDy th e pres­ 
ence of a great crisis at th e close of Mr. 
B uchanan’s adm inistration or to belittle 
th e difficulties w hich beset him. 
B u t 
it 
was 
a 
crisis 
w hich 
could 
be 
m et only by taking a firm, unequivocal 
stand on the side of national life and unity, 
and th e difficulties w ere m ultiplied a thou­ 
sand fold by giving audience to th e im ­ 
portunities of treason. 
P resident 
B u­ 
chanan was captain of the ship in th e ap­ 
proach of ag reatsto rm , a u d it isnow sought 
to excuse his indecision by representing him 
as listening to th e im portunities of repre­ 
sentatives 
and 
advocates 
of 
th e 
storm . 
H e 
had 
asked 
Judge Black, 
his 
A ttorney-G eneral, 
w hether 
he 
had 
a 
legal 
rig h t 
to 
save 
the 


national craft from sinking, and th a t officer 
had replied : “ The U nion is necessarily 
“ perpetual. 
N o S tate can law fully with- 
“ draw or be expelled from it. 
T he Fed- 
“ eral Constitution is as m nch a p art of the 
“ Constitution of every State as if it had 
“ been textu al^ inserted 
therein. 
The 
“ Federal Government is sovereign w ithin 
“ its own sphere, and acts directly upon 
“ the individual citizens of every State. 
“ W ithin these limits its coercive power is 
“ ample to defend itself, its laws and its 
“ property. 
It can suppress insurrection, 
“ fight battles, conqner armies, disperse 
“ hostile combinations, and punish any or 
“ all of its enemies. 
It can meet, repel 
“ and snbdne all those who rise against it. 
“ B at it cannot obliterate a single Com- 
“ monwealth from the map of the Union 
“ or declare indiscriminate war against all 
“ the inhabitants of a section, confounding 
“ the innocent with the guilty.” 
This re­ 
ply vindicates forever the loyalty of Judge 
Black, but that it should have been asked 
at all reveals the treasonable hesitancy of 
the President, and that it was not made 


th e basis of th e ’presidential policy a t once 
will convict P^uchanan of a weakness a t­ 
tributable orjfy to enfeebled patriotic con­ 
victions. 
"rVe fear Judge H olt has under­ 
taken to<A m uch in th is attem p t to uuw rite 
history. 


THE 
FUTURE 
OF

P j RTY. 


J u s t at th e tim e w hen th e R epublican 
p a rty v.a3 on th e verge of dism em berm ent 
the P resident was stru ck dow n by the b u l­ 
let of an assassin. 
T h at shot did not re­ 
store harm ony in th e ranks of th e p a rty ; 
it m erely suspended th e exhibition of polit­ 
ical anim osities. 
As th e leader of one wing 
of th e party, th e sufferings of th e Presi­ 
d e n t would naturally call a truce. 
B ut 
th e antagonistic forces w hich confronted 
each other in m ortal political hostility have 
not concluded any trea ty of peace. 
T he 
death of th e P resident would have turned 
th e tables com pletely in favor of tho stal- 
v a rts by placing th e entire Federal p atro n ­ 
age in th eir haüds. 
T he confirm ation of 
Robertson proved th e 
force 
of 
Exec­ 
utive 
influence, 
and 
th e 
accession 
of 
V ice-President A rth u r to th e Pres­ 
idency w ould have changed th e attitu d e 
of the Republican members of the Senate. 
The restoration of the President to health, 
and th e reassem bling of Congress, will w it­ 
ness a resum ption of political hostilities a t 
th e point and over the precise issues which 
divided th e councils of th e party on the 
unfortunate first day of Ju ly . 
W e are 
strongly inclined to th e opinion th a t th e 
nom ination and confirm ation ot Robertson, 
th e defeat of Conkling, and tho strong 
m anifestation of disaffection on th e p art 
of G eneral G rant, were political conflicts 
v/hich have engendered irradicable ani­ 
mosities. 
W e regard any future recon­ 
ciliation betw een S talw artism and In d e­ 
pendent Republicanism as extrem ely d o u b t­ 
ful. Iu New Y ork a t least we can scarcely 
expect again to see the 
forces which 
have contended for suprem acy 
in 
the 
p arty again m arshalled under th e same 
banner by any m easure of compromise. 
L eadership is all powerful w ith party 
factions, and the w ounds inflicted by the 
leaders of th e contending factions were too 
incisive and m ortal to be forgiven. 
T here 
are no anim osities so irreconcilable as those 
grow ing out of fam ily feuds. 
W hen all 
a faction of th e p arty m ay hope for is to 
perform th e m enial service of aiding to win 
victories for th e'opposing faction, then the 
success of th e common enemy is to be p re­ 
ferred. 
N either th e independent R epub­ 
licans nor th e stalw arts are possessed of 
th a t kind of patriotism which w ill consent 
to place th e fruits of victory in the hands 
of the other. 
R ecently th e Republican 
S tate C entral C om m ittee of N ew Y ork 
held a m eeting to attend to some business 
relating to the organization. The com m ittee 
is composed of friends of M r. Conkling. As 
it was an official m eeting of a S tate politi­ 
cal body some resolutions of regret or 
indignation a t th e attem pted assassination 
of th e President, or a t least some indica­ 
tion of sym pathy, was expected. There was 
a significant silence on th e subject. 
The 
com m ittee had not heard of the attem pted 
assassination, so far as m ight be learned 
from its proceedings. 
Politically this com- 
ruittee did not 5yItI"»thize w ith Presiden^- 


Garfield, and it evidently did not care tó 
attem p t any expression a9 a com m ittee of 
th e sym pathy felt as individuals. 
B ut th e 
silence 
was 
signiiieant 
as 
betraying 
a 
sullen 
political 
antagonism , 
which 
only aw aits th e 
death or recovery of 
the President to m ake 
itself strongly 
m anifest. 
To any who will carefully 
consider th e reason w hy the nom ination 
of Judge R obertson was th e occasion of 
such m ortal offense to Mr. Conkling and 
his following, the approaching schism in 
th e p arty w ill become apparent. 
I t was 
evidently M r. C onkling’s supposition th at, 
in consideration of th e services rendered 
by himBelf and friends in carrying N ew 
Y ork for Garfield, the anti-G rant R epubli­ 
cans w ere to be ignored. 
M r. Conkling’s 
action proves conclusively th a t had he and 
his friends suspected th a t the anti-G rant 
wing of th e R epublicans w ould receive the 
slightest consideration or recognition a t the 
hands of G arfield’s A dm inistration they 
■would 
not 
have 
supported 
th e 
R e­ 
publican 
national 
ticket. 
T he 
u n ity 
of 
the 
R epublican 
party 
in 
New 
Y ork 
in 
th e 
last 
cam paign was 
th e 
result of a m isapprehension and not th e 
outcome of comprom ise or reconciliation. 
The stalw art faction appeared to have be­ 
come reconciled to the defeat of G rant, b u t 
the offense taken a t th e nom ination of 
R obertson proves th a t th ey believed for 
some reason best know n to them selves th a t 
they would secure by th e election of G ar­ 
field and A rth u r w hat they had lost by th e 
defeat of G rant a t Chicago. 
In th e light 
of more recent develoDments we cannot 
believe th a t the G ran t wing of th e party 
in N ew Y ork w ould have supported G ar­ 
field could th ey have realized th e proba­ 
bility even of 
M r. 
B iaine’s 
prom o­ 
tion 
or 
M r. 
R obertson’s 
trium ph. 
The 
u n ity 
of 
th e 
p a rty 
last year 
wa3 therefore due to a m isunderstanding 
of the relation of th e factions in th e fight. 
Each supposed th e other to be in process 
of com plete extinguishm ent by th e Buccess 
of th e R epublican ticket. 
In reality the 
party was divided then, and how hope­ 
lessly divided a revelation of th e real a t­ 
titu d e of th e Presidential candidate tow ard 
them would have proven. 
In th is view of 
th e situation it requires no gift of prophecy 
to foretell an irreconcilable schism in the 
Republican ranks in N ew Y ork this year, 
and not alone in N ew Y ork, b u t in all 
other States where stalw artism constitutes a 
considerable elem ent of the party. 


A CASE ILLUSTRATING MANY THINGS. 


A contemporary referring to the fact 
that the jute works at Oakland employ 
eight hundred Chinese operatives, suggests 
that the employment of eight hundred 
white operatives in place of these Chinese 
would furnish support to a white population 
of over three thousand persons. 
The facts 
are that the jute works could not support 
this population, and hence if its Chinese 
laborwas discharged they would suspend at 
once. 
These jute works made a series of 
very 
comprehensive 
experiments 
with 
various 
kinds 
of 
labor. 
They 
tried 
white 
men 
and 
women, 
boyB 
and 
girls, 
and 
also 
Chinese, and 
found 
that 
this 
was 
the 
only 
kind 
of 
labor 
w ith 
which 
the 
enterprise 
could be made successful. 
The chief diffi­ 
culty with the other kinds of labor| tried 
was its unreliability. 
The factory runs 
twenty-four hours per day, and the labor­ 
ing force in each class of operations m ast 
be perfectly balanced. 
The absence of a 
single hand from his post disturbs this bal­ 


ance and throws th e whole force into dis­ 
arrangement. 
It was found to be impos­ 
sible to organize a perfectly reliable force 
of 800 w hite operatives. 
The en tire oper­ 
ations 
require 
skilled 
m anipulation. 
A fter a force has been trained it m ust re­ 
m ain 
intact. 
U ntrained hands cannot 
take tn e places of trained absentees w ith ­ 
out disturbing th e well-balanced produc­ 
tive capacity of th e separate operations. 
W hen a force is th u s organized, trained 
and balanced 
it 
m ust 
be 
m aintained 
over a period of years. 
I t was found th a t 
a largo portion of th e whole force em ­ 
ployed would rem ain only long enough to 
obtain sufficient m oney for definite pur­ 
poses. 
As for exam ple to renew a w ard­ 
robe ; to take a trip E i3 t; to go to the 
latest m ining locality, etc. 
T he constant 
going of those who had acquired skill, and 
th e consequent com ing of the untiam ed, 
greatiy reduce th e 
average productive 
capacity of th e works. 
Chinese labor pos­ 
sesses th e capacity of being massed and 
w ielded w ith facility iu compact, well- 
organized forces. 
I t is worse th an useless 
to 
quarrel 
w ith 
actual 
facts, 
and 
worse 
th an 
absurd 
to 
atte m p t 
to 
com bat 
inherent 
forces. 
T he 
com­ 
petition 
w ith Am erican 
ju te factories 
is not from Chinese a t O akland, bu t from 
H indoos and Chinese a t C alcutta and on 
th e Hoogley river. Even in India, Chinese 
labor has been found far more profitable in 
th e ju te factories than th a t of the native 
Hindoos. 
G radually 
Chinese labor 
is 
crow ding th e H indoos o at of th e more 
skilled operations of m anufacturing fabrics 
from ju te libers. 
The 
eight hundred 
Chinese operatives employed a t O akland 
are not in any sense supplanting w hite la­ 
bor, because th e profit arising from th a t 
class of m anufacture w ill no t pay w hite 
labor the rate it m ust have to m aintain its 
grade of civilization. 
O ur contem porary’s 
statem ent carries on its face its own ex­ 
planation. 
I t sa y s: 
“ The em ploym ent 
“ of eight hundred w hite men w ould sup- 
“ port a population of over three thousand.” 
Then th e support of th a t population m ust 
be charged to th e labor bill of th e fan. 
tory, and experim ent ha3 shown th a t the 
m argin of profit will not sustain th at 
charge. 
As betw een em ploying eight hun­ 
dred Chinese in O akland and the employ­ 
m ent of 
the same num ber in C alcutta, 
there Í3 no practical difference so far as 
th eir labor has a bearing upon the indus­ 
tries of this country. 
Am erican m anufact­ 
ures in ju te are protected by an im port 
d u ty of 35 per cent, on the value of m anu­ 
factured ju te fabrics. 
This is the sole 
protection, for since th e ju te fiber comes 
from India, the freight does not constitute 
an elem ent of disadvantage to th e ju te fac­ 
tories iu C alcutta. 
T h at is to say, the 
farm ers in California pay over one-third 
more for th e sacks they use in order 
th a t a single corporation 
iu 
Oakland 
may give em ploym ent to 800 Chinese oper­ 
atives. 
The annual consumptiorfuof sacks 
agregates 30,000,000, w hich coat ffie graiu- 
growers 82,700,000 ; in this 8045,000 rep­ 
resents the advanced price due to tho 
existence of the tariff. 
Thus nearly 81,­ 
000,000 per annum is taken from the wheat- 
growers of California to protect a single 
ju te factory in O akland and tw o or three 
on the A tlantic seaboard, 
£ 3 already 


shown, it is an em ploym ent from which 
Am erican labor can derive no benefit. 
N othing b u t th e m ost superficial reasoning 
and th e m ost hopeless confusion of ideas 
will see any advantage in m aintaining this 
tariff. 
B a t even w ith 
th e 
protection 
afforded 
by this tariff it is doubtful 
if 
Am erican 
m anufactures 
from 
jute, 
even w ith Chinese labor, will be able 
to contend w ith E ast Indian com petition. 
T his Oakland com pany im portuned the 
S tate l ’rison D irectors to take its entire 
plant of m achinery off its hands. 
Sacks 
have been im ported for less th an seven 
cents, and the grow th of m anufactures in 
this liue in India, w ith 
H indoo aud a 
cheaper Chinese labor than we have ever 
know n in 
California, affords a certain 
guarantee of a gradual and steady decline 
in th e cost of sacks. 
The abolition of the 
tariff d u ty on ju te fabrics w ould save to 
the grain-grow ers 
of 
California 
about 
$1,000,000 per annum , and if by th a t gain 
th e SOO Chinese now employed a t O akland 
in th e m anufacture of sacks should find 
it to th eir advantage to transfer th e field of 
th eir operations to C alcutta, nothing would 
be lost to th e aggregate refinem ent or civil­ 
ization of th a t city.

would “ count it gain,” to b e able to die 
for th e faith th a t is in them . 
In brief, 
M ormonism is not absurd to a M ormon ; 
the m istake has been in supposing it

To dat ra Amkhica : Studies for the Old World and 
the New. 
By Joseph Hatton.

M r. Joseph H atton is an Englishm an. He 
came to A m erica to see tfcese U nited States 
and the people thereiD, and to record his im ­ 
pressions of them . 
This latter he did in 
several papers and 
magazines 
here and 
abroad. 
H e has now gathered them all into 
one volume, added other chapters to them , 
and presented the whole as a criticism, in 
which the new and the old worlds are com. 
pared. 
Now Mr. H atton’s right to criticise 
and compare cannot he questioned, nor will 
the expression of his views have any imme­ 
díate m arked effect upon our civilization; 
but it is interesting to know what asoholarly 
and observant foreigner thinks about vis aud 
our?, and we may profitably, perhaps, con­ 
sider his views, and cannot fail to be enter­ 
tained thereby. 
We glance at a few of his 
expressions to see how we stand revealed 
therein. 
A ny critical consideration of his 
thoughts which appears to be demanded are 
reserved, th at an epitome may be presented 
indicative of the tone of the whole work. 
In the first place, he declares th at this 
great Republic is “ marching od,” and puts 
himself into a graceful attitude by prefacing 
th at he stands upon the sidewalk of a sym­ 
pathetic neutrality, watching the mighty 
procession as it mover. 
Believing th at inter­ 
national am ity is prom ote! by a knowledge 
of each other I v E ngland and America, he 
offers his criticisms “ as a humble contribu­ 
tion in th at direction.” 
In his eyes America 
looks forward, while England looks back : 
America is making money and building cities 
—E igland Í3 epending 
the 
accumulated 
wealth of ages. 
The story of Colorado is 
wonderful, but th at of Kansas more extraor­ 
dinary. 
I t is a grand thing to have a hand 
in such progressive work as we are engaged 
in, yet he’d rather be an old man in London 
than in New York. 
B ut as a young man 
he’d take issue w ith M r. Ruskin, and live 
content in a country th at possesses no castks, 
for he believes men are more than castles, 
and living hearts better than dead stones. 
Boston ho pronounces the most English of 
our cities. 
Our m etropolitan society he 
thinks tends to make intellect aristocratic, 
and to give knowledge and culture foremost 
places ; but this is 
not 
so in English 
cities, 
although 
it 
obtains 
some­ 
what 
in 
London. 
A 3 
to 
the 
differ­ 
ence of legal liberty in England and in 
America, the latter has only one advantage, 
and th at is in the m atter of “ shooting.” 
Forw ilfiul murder one is certain to be hanged 
in England, but in the U nited States the 
chances of escape are numerous. 
The reason 
for this is the uncertainty of the law vindi­ 
cating itself here. 
There is more practical 
and certain justice under the law in England 
than in America. 
The higher the thief in 
England the more severely he is dealt with ; 
the law is sweet for the poor and bitter for 
the rich, and this is the result of the work of 
the press, under the whip of which Courts 
have arrived a t an ex ggerated recognition of 
the responsibilities of education and wealth 
when they let their angry passions rise. 
In 
many cases Am erican houses in cities are 
better built than in the old country, but 
throughout 
America, in furnishing them 
there is singular uniformity, an ab ence of 
individual taste. 
If our Government Would 
adm it the art manufactures of Europe free 
of 
duty, 
Am erican 
houses, 
he 
thinks, 
would soon be as well decorated as are the 
English, because 
art elevates 
a nation. 
American houses 
are generally painfully 
blank for lack of good pictures and worthy 
articles of sculpture and pottery, 
H a does 
not think this due to a w ant of taste, bu t to 
the high cost of gratifying it. 
R ent is double 
w hat it is in England, and taxes are abomin- 
ally high. Tho whole spirit of the regulations 
of the customs is harsh aud offensive with 
us. 
The theater is n ot a necessity to E ng­ 
lish life, as it is to Americans, and while the 
stage has a wholesome influence, artistically 
it has not advanced here in recent yea: s. 
The traveler with his eyes and ears open is im­ 
pressed in Am erica with th6 prevalent mis­ 
representation in both countries of the m an­ 
ners and customs of each, the desire to be 
clever and amusing, leading the w riters of 
both countriesinto exaggeration and m isrepre­ 
sentation. As a rule, restlessness prevails with 
us, but the opposite obtains in England, and 
th at is why England is attractive to Americans 
seeking rest. 
The natnral gallantry of A m er­ 
ican men toward womeo, their consideration 
for women of every class, puts to shame the 
most polished nations of Europe. 
The very 
fact th at a woman is alone gives her im­ 
m unity from insult here; but in London a 
pretty girl or well-dreBsed woman cannot 
walk along any leading thoroughfare w ithout 
being insulted by word or look half a dozen 
times. 
I t is an evidence of a capacity for 
the very highest civilization th at this busy 
people, in the m idst of all kinds of vulgar 
drawbacks, with the scum of Europe con­ 
stantly pouring in upon them, has kept pure 
as gold its respect for women and true as 
steel its love for little children. 
H e likes the 
open-door m auners of oar people. 
The gar­ 
dens of our villas are not fenced from view, 
there 
is a wonderful 
accessibility about 
our stores 
and our bouses. 
“ Yon can 
‘walk 
right in ’ 
and 
‘interview ’ any­ 
body in America, from the President down­ 
ward. 
‘ N ot at hom e’ and ‘ engaged’ do 
not belong to the white-lying vocabulary of 
the U nited Slate ” Tnis freedom of inter­ 
course, this frankness of business men, is one 
of the most agreeable impressions the stranger 
receives. 
There is nothing like it in London. 
In America everybody is considered entitled 
to a hearing. 
The clear prospect of advance­ 
m ent for youths iu business and trades is the 
great reason why they look earnest and hope­ 
ful in America in the establishm ents where 
they labor. 
The idea propagated wiih ns 
th at the Lnglish nation does not sympathize 
with Ireland, has no feeling for her woes, and 
is unwilling to do her justice, he deems too 
absurd for serious consideration. 
The food 
provided at hotels and restaurants along our 
railways is usually bad and dear. 
Ten years 
in the history of America is a half century of 
European progress. 
Ten years ago England 
was unrivalled in all athletie games ; it is 
true still, but w ith the difference indicated. 
Ten years ago A m erica could produce no high 
class wood engraving; there is -nothing finer 
than her 
book 
aud 
magazine 
illustra­ 
tions to-day. Ten years ago her manufactures 
were comparatively insignificant, to-day they 
successfully rival England’s. 
The smugly 
honest English inn-keeper pats the Bible in 
your bed-room and the devil in yonr b ill; 
the Am erican hotel brigand can make the 
reckoning just as hot, but does not do it un­ 
der the shadow of the Scriptures. 
There is 
no more religious freedom in .America than 
in England. 
If ministry in America has a 
more business aspect, it is because the Ameri­ 
cans are less reverential than the English, 
and 
more 
self-assartive 
in 
the 
mat­ 
ter of general 
eqnality. 
Class 
journal­ 
ism 
is 
bolder 
and 
more 
original 
in America than England. 
The American 
artist neither socially nor otherwise occupies 
so good a position as his brother in England. 
America seems to have no standard of judg­ 
ment in regard to native art. 
Her native 
artists must leave tbeir country to make a 
name before their own countrymen will re­ 
ceive them. 
America has no school of paint­ 
ing. 
The mountain lakes of California pre­ 
sent more strangely beautiful aspects to the 


lover of nature than any scenes this side the 
A tlantic, and California’s hills tem pt the en­ 
thusiast to pack ud and go W est at once. 
Some day a great European m aster will paint 
American scenery, and a great English critic 
will proclaim the new w irk.

OF HEALTH. 


The State Board of Health held a meeting 
last evening at the office of Dr. Hatch in this 
city. 
Present: Drs. H. Gibbons, Sr., K. 
Olunees and F. W. Hatch. 
The minutes of 
the last meeting were read and approved. H ie 
resolutions adopted by the American Pub­ 
lic Health Association upon the subject of the 
•• 
evil,” the coDbid^ratiou of which wad 
postponed from the last meeting, was called 
up aud read as follows : 
Hetolud, 1 hat the American Public Health A«ft5- 
c utiuu earnestly rtc mmends the municipal and 
S'ale Eo >rds of Health to ur¿u ’¡pin the 1 gisl Hire 
Indies of this country the enactment of a law con­ 
stituting it & criminal offet se to knowing’y commu­ 
nicate, directly or indirectly, or to be instrumental 
in coutmamc ting a contagious disease, such as 
srnaU-pox, scarlet fever or venereal d seases, and 
giving to the said It, ar.is ,-f Health,ai U to the State 
and municipal officials under tin ir control,tire tame 
powti in the prevention, detection, suppression and 
i-ratuitcus treatment of vent real affe«tioiis which 
they now possess in the case of siualf-pox or other 
contagious diseases. 
After a free discussion of the subject by 
the members present, the further considera­ 
tion < f the resolution was deferred until the 
oext meeting. 
The Secretary reported that in a conversa­ 
tion with the Su .erti'i ndent <’f Public In­ 
struction he had been informed that the cen­ 
sus of births during the year 1880 was 
ii con pleto. 
Some County Superintendent 
had failed to send iu any 1,-luins ou the sub- 
j-ct, while in oth'T casts the reports were 
imperfect. 
A b-¡.inning, however, had been 
made, and what had been dune this year was 
a stepping-stone to more complete returns 
next. year. 
The Secre’ary also called attest i m to the 
fact of Finall-pox havirg occurred at Hanford, 
in Tulare county. 
Three casts bad occurred 
in A ugust; one, the mother of the family, 
who had been vaccinated wheu a child, but 
never revaccinatid etDce ; another the father, 
who haJ nerer beeu succesrfnlly vaccinate 1; 
and the third, a son, who had been vaccinated 
after his father’s ¡ i knets. Only one case 
was fatal—that of the father. 
The operation 
seems to have modified the disease in the 
child. 
The facts were obtaiued through the 
kindness of Dr. Muir, of Hanford, aud Dr. 
Fall, of Visalis. The history, it was claimed, 
presents another strong evidence of the im­ 
portance of vaccination. 
The Boafd then adjourned. 


F orewarned, F orearmed.—The raft of 
pickpockets, thieves, confidence men and 
burglars which have swarmed into this city 
in advance of the State Fair, and come to 
operate to the extent of their ability and ex­ 
perience during fair week, are to be seen at 
all points, and those who do not propose to 
be taker, iu by them should lose no time nor 
exertion to make doors and wiudows, shut­ 
ters and bars as secure as possible, and pro­ 
vide eucb other elements and implements as 
may be successfully used, defensive and offen­ 
sive if necessary.

S a n F r a n c isc o , S e p te m b e r 15, 1881. 
After ail the startling and 6trange events 
th at are w ritten and talked about we must 
just settle back, with the conviction that 
it is the every-day things th at make up the 
great balance of life. 
The scandals, the 
suicides, the divorces, the murders, are 
but blots that stand out so prominently 
because the other writing on the page is so 
clean, evcu and fair, and they strike the 
eye first. ju->t because t'uev are so in con­ 
trast w ith their surroundings. 
But the 
contented and easy-going hours in the day 
mount up into years, the years into a half 
century, and by and by yon have jogged 
through a lifetime, and th at is the way 
the most of humanity lives. 
I have 
thought a volume might easily be w ritten— 
a humdrum little volume, perhaps, yet 
filled w ith its own quiet interest 
about 


STREET CAR LIFE, 
Aud one sees it here. 
I t is a life all its 
own. 
People get in and out the conven­ 
ient vehicle, sitting for a few minutes and 
observing others mechanically whom they 
may never meet again. 
Day after day, 
perhaps, they meet the same faces and 
build up histories to suit the countenances, 
lit names to persons, choose fanciful dispo­ 
sitions to match frowns and smiles, cut a 
career for the young men and women with 
eager eyes, tell fortunes here and there aud 
everywnere, and all the while look com­ 
monplace and bored at the du3t and neces­ 
sity of car travel. 
Take the North Beach 
line over and you will meet invalids going 
for salt baths ; catch it going back and you 
will find restless passengers hurrying to 
the San Jose depot on Fourth and Town­ 
send streets. 
Either way the line is pat­ 
ronized by the negro and Spanish popula­ 
tion, since it passes through their thickest 
settlements. 
Take M arket street or Mis­ 
sion going down, and any time of day' you 
will be certain to see impatience on its way 
to the Oakland ferrv, asking every five 
minutes of the conductor, who never hur­ 
ries for any one, “ W ill I catch the 10, 1 
or 3 o’clock boat ? ” 
OOMB IN THOSE CARS. 
During the early hours, and they will be 
filled w ith laboring men going to the 
foundries, machine shops, and the other 
work th at lies down nearer the wharves, 
passing on the route the men who live in 
town and find their wages in tb s suburbs. 
About 6 o’clock at night the laborers come 
home with sm utty hands and faces, tired, 
w ith empty dinner pails, bu t merry with 
laugh and jest, aud earnest sometimes with 
discussion. From 8 to 10 the business men 
are in the cars ; merchants, lawyers, brok­ 
ers, iresh from breakfast and toilet, dis­ 
easin g toothpicks and the morning papers, 
daintily Dimming finger-nails, w ithout re­ 
gard to the proprieties : smoking cigars on 
the platforms. 
From 10 to 11, on every 
line, the ladies come in to promenade or 
shop, richly, neatly or jauntily dressed, as 
it may happen, and for every face you 
may manufacture a romance a3 you choose. 
Early in the morning on pleasant days 
icu'ckers, w ith children aud fat lunch 
aske*3, get into the (leary-street cars on 
their way to the Park, and on Saturday s 
the children flock out Mission street to 
W oodward’s Gardens. 
SUNDAY 
Is a separate day by itself, for every one 
is out, and every line of cars brought into 
use by the church-goer or the pleasure- 
secker. 
In any case it is a dress up day, 
and you may get a clue to the individuality 
of the passenger by the taste displayed in 
the Sunday costume. 
There is the man 
with the red necktie, and the woman with 
the cheap jewelry put on by the quantity. 
There is the woman who won’t sit down on 
account of crinkling the lace on her mantle, 
and the man who must sit down on account 
of his tight boots, or die. 
There is the re­ 
ligious, the esthete and the fast woman ; 
there is courtesy, drunkenness, refinement, 
coarseness, paint, ugliness, beauty, youth, 
age ; and you see it most on Sunday 
because then it has opportunity to be 
abroad. 
But on Sunday take the Geary, 
Sutter, Lone Mountain 
and California 
street cars, and meet a new class ; 
the 
people journey 
toward the 
cemeteries 
which lie out that way, and the cars will 
roll by processions of funerals slowly 
tramping the 3atne road. 
Out yonder is 
Lone Mountain, Laurel Hill, Calvary, be­ 
side the Masonic and Odd Fellows’ Ceme­ 
teries, and the shadow of the great cross 
held above the mountain standing near 
falls on each. 
You will meet men with 
wide bands of crape on their hats, c h il!r< n 
in black, widows in weeds, n others with 
aching empty arms, all on their way to the 
graves. 
Boys with bouquets greet each 
passenger as he descends at the end of the 
line, crying fiowers at two bits a bunch, 
and

W hat an interest to study 
out the grief of these fellow passengers ! 
Do you say sorrows aro startling and 
strange ? Nay ; they are such everyday 
affairs, that the days glide over them with 
scarce s ripple on the surface, and yet ’tis 
they that make U3 all akin.

gentleness aud an unobtrusive attention

being so lovingly inquired of by Sandwich 
Islands friends.

The youngest a baby in her arms, and the 
next but one to the baby was a cripple. 
A 
thought of w hat her trouble must be seemed 
to tiash upon the other passengers, and 
then the car started, and the children 
tum bled over upon each others’ shoulders, 
and laughed aud tumbled up again, and 
straightened ont into decorum, and the 
grown people all looked at them and 
smiled.

It is a 
bright, vivacious story, that the youthful 
reader will appreciate aud which it will do 
good wherever read.

From the author we have H . R. Stevens' 
work on "Ensilage of Green Forage Ctops 
in Silo?.” It givua the experience of Mr. 
Stevens with ensilage at Echo Dale Farm, 
Dover, Mass., aud adds the experience of 
some twenty-five other 
practical farmers 
with ensilage and silos. 
One of the first 
works on ensilage was that of M. Auguste 
Gaffart, translated by .1. B. Brown, of New 
York. The present work is to prove that 
ensilage in silos can be made successful. 
In 
New Erglaud and the East this preservation 
of green forage crops is a matter of far 
greater moment than in California, but even 
here this work on the subject cau be read 
with advantage. 
Mr. Stevens claims that 
the green crops saved by ensilage pays largely, 
and enables the farmer fee ling kept-up stock 
to earn 82 whtre be earned Si, and that, so 
far as stock-feeding is concerned, he can by 
it turn winter into summer. A silo is a pit, 
well, vat or cistern with water-tight sides and 
bottom and an open top ; it may be of stone, 
concrete or wood, or by cement upon well- 
packed enrth ; the walls are perpendicular 
and smooth. 
Herein is picked green forage 
crops, and the food thus packed in is called 
ensilage. 
How to prepare the pits, treat the 
forage, etc., Mr. Ste ens’ hook explains in 
ample detail. 
It is illustrated freely. 
Of the making of “ Books of Form s” there 
would seem to be no end. 
But it is certain 
that books of forms may be improved, 
and 
the 
issues 
be those 
of 
advance­ 
ment as well as in the c.'.ecs of more preten­ 
tious wotks. 
Wo are impressed with the be­ 
lief that the third edition of Bancroft’s 
“ Forms and Use of B lacks” (A. L Ban­ 
croft & C o ., San Francisco), now before us, is 
a step ahead. The first edition was issued in 
I860, and the second ten years later, but 
progress has demanded a third -before 3 de­ 
cade again elapsed. 
The volume is in law 
library style and embraces nearly 700 pages. 
In this edition new and useful blanks have 
been introduced, and alt those printed in tbe 
edition of 187(3 have been carefully revised 
and corrected with the intention to make 
themexactly correct. The compiler, J. F. Cow- 
dery, of this, ths third edition, has endeavor­ 
ed to follow the plan of the original work, 
and his chief labor, it is Been, has been in in­ 
vestigating tiie statutes of the Pacific States 
and Territories, and appending to the im­ 
portant forms extended notes and references, 
which will be found of practical value. 
The present edition is divided into two 
p-rts. The first part consists of forms for 
ail necessary proceedings iu business of all 
kiads, outs.de of Courts of law. 
The second 
part consists of form.! for all pioceedings in 
Courts of all kinds—County, District, Jus­ 
tice, Probate aud Superior. Notes are placed 
at the foot of each published blank. Similar 
references sere not made in former editions ; 
and these, with the corrected forms, make 
this edition almost a new book. All the blanks 
are so nicely printed that sufficientspaceisleft 
to make tbe changes necessary to fit them 
for use under the various local statutes. The 
book is adapted to California, Arizona, Col­ 
orado, Dakota, Idaho, Montana, Nevada, 
New Mexico, Oregon, Utah, Washington and 
Wyoming.

The yield of wheat in San Luíb Obispo 
county will be but little more than one- 
third of what it was last year. 
The S-.nta Barbara Weekly Press has en­ 
tered upon its thirteenth year, with success 
indicated for another thirteen years. 
The hottest weather of the season was 
experienced 
last week at 
Ukiah, the 
thermometer reaching 102’ in the shade. 
The residence of J. C. Cox, who lives 
seven miles from Gualala, was destroyed 
by fire recently. The loss is about §1,000 ; 
uninsured.
